How Sandwich Originated 


Sandwich, meaning two slices of 


bread with meat, cheese or oilier 
food between them, is derived from 
the name of the fourth earl of Sand- 
wich, who lived in the time of 
George III. He was the same no- 
bleman after whom Capt. James 
Cook named the Sandwich islands, 
now called the Hawaiian islands. 
The sandwith was a great favorite 
with the carl. He was a notorious 
jambler and often became so en- 
grossed in his cards that ha would 
not stop to eat his meals. Instead 
he would have an attendant put 
meat between two pieces of bread, 
which he ate without leaving the 
gambling table. Although the carl 
.thus gave his name to the sand- 
wich, he was not the first to cat 
bread or biscuits and meat so com- 
bined. Under different names the 
sandwich has been popular in sev- 
eral countries since ancient times.

Saugerties M. E. Church 


The Wesleyan Methodist Epis- 


copal Church of Saugerties was 
erected in 1019 but the original 
church was built in 1828 on the 
corner of Washington avenue and 
Church street, now Post street. 
Tho first pastor was the Rev. S. 
L. Stillman who was ansistcd by 
the Rev. Joseph D. Marshall. 


From 1828 to 1833, Saugerties 


was a part o£ the Kingston cir- 
cuit, changing In the latter year 
to form a new circuit with Cats- 
kill; and then in 1848 under the 
l!ev. P. C. Oakley, Saugerties was 
made an independent charge. 


During its 110 years of exist- 


ence, this Saugerties church has 
been served by 44 ministers and 
10 assistant ministers, and 
the 


membership which started \t 50 
is now well over the 350 
mark. 


At least five great revivals, 
the 


last occurring in 1875, are record- 
ed in the history of this church, 
and these meetings are credited 
with helping considerably in 
la- 


creasing the size of the congrega- 
tion. 


A Xew Church 


During the 
pastorata of the 


Rev. J. Marion Cornish which be- 
gan in 1905 and lasted until 1916, 
the steadily Increasing congrega-

schemes are afoot on Tristau da 
Cunha. This small island group in 
the South Atlantic between Cape- 
town and Buenos Aires is so iso- 
lated that for years it has been 
known as "The Lonely Islands." 


"It may soon lose its claim to the 


title if the British government car- 
ries out its present plan to create 
on the islands a radio transmitting 
and receiving station," says the 
National Geographic society. 
"Ra- 


dio tests made recftitly by British 
naval experts resulted in astonish- 
ingly clear reception. Growing un- 
certainty in the Mediterranean and 
the increasing value of England's 
Around-Africa4o-the-Orient 
route 


may make Tristan da Cunha a key 
point in imperial defense. 


"In the future, airwaves may 


bring residents of Tristan da Cunha 
into daily communication with a 
world practically unknown to them. 
Heretofore, their only contact with 
the outside world has been the in- 
frequent visits of a supply steamer. 
News of the end of the World war 
didn't reach them until several 
years after the Armistice. 
; 


Five Islands in Group. 
'r* 


"Tristan da Cunha includes Night- 


ingale and Inaccessible islands and 
two tiny islets all of volcanic origin. 
Largest of the group is Tristan da 
Cunha, with an area of about 16 
square miles. Sheer cliffs edge most 
of the island and much of the interior 
is steep, sparsely wooded slopes of 
an extinct volcano which soars to 
nearly 8,000 feet. From a crater 
lake pour waterfalls which could be 
utilized to provide electric power for 
a radio station. 
On a shelf-like 


plateau at the volcano's northwest 
base are huddled the rude stone huts 
of the 183 islanders. 
Paths lead 


from the settlement to the sea, 100 
feet below. 


"The settlement Is called Edin- 


burgh. Its low grass-thatched huts 
resemble those of the Scotch High- 
lands, and some of the residents are 
descendants of the first permanent 
settler, William Glass. He^was a 
Scotch corporal in a garrison sta- 
tioned there in 1815. When the sol- 
diers were removed in 1817, Glass 
. asked permission to remain. 
| 


"Because American whalers once 


frequently landed on Tristan da 
Cunha, the islanders celebrate the 
Fourth o£ July as well as all the 
British holidays. Italian and Dutch 
saDors, shipwrecked on Tristan daj 
Cunha, also settled there and Aus-j 
tralians, South Africans, and even 
negroes, have been added to the 
population. A century of inbreed- 
ing among the forty families has 
strangely enough, resulted in strong, 
long-lived people, as pious as they 
are hard-working. They are loja] 
to the British crown. 


Welcome Breaks. 


"Dances and weekly phonograph 


concerts are welcome breaks in a 
hard existence on the island. Flocks 
of sheep provide wool lor simple 
knitted clothes, and the surround- 
ing seas supply ample fish. The 
ground has to be coaxed to raise 
even the staple, potatoes. Rats de- 
stroy grain and wind and rain dam- 
age many other crops. Most com- 
modities including flj'ur, tea, medi- 
cines, paint, and cooking utensils 
are' imported from Great Britain 
and are donations by the govern- 
ment. 
When the twenty or thir- 


ty tons of supplies arrive, they are 
dumped on the shore and appor- 
tioned equally to each family. Th«v 
are no bankt for there is no money. 
Neither are there written lawi. 
Taxes are paid in potatoes. When 
the potato crop fiili and the supply 
•leaner is overdue, the islandcri 
tre menaced by starvation. Effort! 
have been made to induce them U 
move to South Africa, but most ol 
them have refused to leave their 
homes.

Nutritionist Give* Only Sane 


Way to Slendernets. 


Ames, 
Iowa.—Beware 
of 
the 


"Alice-in-Wonderland potion" if you 
seek that sylph-like figure, is the 
warning to women given by Miss 
Ruth Cessna, nutritionist at Iowa 
State college. 


"The safe and sane way to achieve 


the sylph-like figure which is pre- 
ferred for appearance and health's 
sake, is the hard, slow way ol diet 
and exercise," Miss Cessna said. 
"The 
Alicc-in-Wonderland potion 


may destroy health or even cause 
death." 


However, she pointed out that 


there is also danger in reducing 
weight by reducing the food intake, 
unless the diet is balanced. 
The 


diet must contain enough protein, 
minerals, vitamins, and water to 
maintain health, she said. 


"There must be protective foods 


—milk, green vegetables, eggs and 
fruits. Assuming that these 'musts- 
are in the diet, it may be varied to 
gain or lose weight as a physician 
prescribes." 


Here are the nutritionist's sugges- 


tions lor losing weight: 
' 


No jam for toast. No cream for I 


cereal—milk, instead. Fruit lor des- 
sert—no cake or pie. No hot breads 
—they call for swaths of butter; 
some butter, however, for vitamin 
A. Lean meat instead of fat. Vege- 
tables without cream sauce. 
No 


sugar and nut stuffing for baked 
apples. 


To gain weight she suggests to 


change the "don'ls" to "dos." 


"A weight 10 to 15 per cent above 


the average at forty-five should call 
for a trip to the doctor," Miss Cess- 
na said. "A person 15 to 20 per cent 
underweight at any age may not be 
getting the proper diet." 


Latin Value* Important 


When Speakm? Chinese 


In pronouncing Chinese names the 


important thing to remember is that 
all vowels in the ordinary spellings 
have their Latin values and not their 
English values, that is, a, e, i, o, u 
are pronounced ah, eigh, ee, oa, oo. 
There is a u with two dots on 
top (German umlaut), but that nev- 
er gets printed in newspapers, be- 
ing spelled like ordinary u, which 
is of course confusing to the reader, 
according to a Chinese authority in 
the New York Times. 


Once in a while a Chinese spells 


his name according to English val- 
ues, as in the case of T. V. Soong, 
but T. V. "Soong" (English values) 
rhymes 
perfectly 
with H. H. 


"Kung" (Latin values). 


The Chinese make an important 


distinction between aspirated and 
unaspirated consonants: k and k', 
ch and ch', p and p1, etc. 
But 


Americans can ignore this distinc- 
tion, since they cannot make it, and 
especially since this distinction ii 
usually ignored in newspaper spell- 
ings. Unaspirated ch in Chiang Kai- 
shek is very much like j, while as- i 
pirated ch' in Ch'en is pronounced 
like the regular ch, as in church.

Jeearng Gaishcck. (Don't make ee 
too clear.) 


H. H. Kung: pronounced like 


Koong. 


Chang Hsueh-liang: pronounced 


like Jarng Shiauleearng.

Feng Yu-hsiang: pronounced like 


Fung (as in fungus) Yu-shiearng.

London First Introduced 


Fingerprint* in Trials 


Fingerprints 
were 
introduced, 


"for the first time in history," as 
important evidence in a murder tri- 
al at the Old Bailey—London's fa- 
mous criminal court—in May, 1905. 
Scotland Yard had been experiment- 
ing for ten years with them and had 


80,000 fingerprints in their 


files, but never before had this 
"new peril to law-breakers" (as it 
was referred to in the newspapers) 
been used in a murder trial. 


Th« accused were two brothers 


named Stratton. They were charged 
with the murder of an old couple. 
One of the brothers had left a 
thumb-print on a cash box. When 
the prosecution announced that the 
police were going to try to convict 
on that evidence, "there was a thrill 
round the court"—to quote the au- 
thors of "King's Counsel: The Life 
of Sir Henry Curtis-Bennett." Cur- 
tis-Bennett, then a young lawyer, 
appeared for one of the brothers. 


The judge did not takt to the fin- 


gerprint system 
whole-heartedly, 


and seemed to want murderers in 
the future to use ink when they 
left their impressions on cash boxes. 


"When proper impressions 
are 


taken, the system is extremely re- 
liable," he instructed the jury; "but 
it is a different thing to apply it to 
a casual mark made through the 
perspiration of a thumb. The evi- 
dence is not so satisfactory as if, 
for instance, the murderer had tak- 
en some ink and made a definite 
impression. 
But to a certain ex- 


tent, the evidence is corroborative. 
The jury will not like to act on this 
evidence alcne."

British Fighting Plane 


London.—The speed of the British 


air force's new fighting planes was 
revealed for the first time when a 
single seated Hawker Hurricane, pi- 
loted by Squadron Leader J W. Gil- 
Ian, flying in darkness, covered 327 
miles from Turnhouse airdrome, 
near Edinburgh, to Northolt, near 
London, in 48 minutes—an average 
around 408 miles an hour. It is 
claimed that it is the first time any 
plane ever approached that speed 
after dark 


The performance was 29 miles an 


hour faster than the land plane rec- 
ord set by a German airman over 
a regulation two-way short course 
at Munich on November 11, but the 
British ship admittedly was aided 
by a tail wind.

New York —Research chemists in 


the United Stales are credited with 
putting this country in the load in 
an mternalional race for develop-

Dr H L Trumbull writing m the 


Chemical and Metallurgical Engi- 
neering magazine, declared 
the 


compclilion among the world's ma- 
ior powers is heighlcned by the 
fact lhat every great industrial na- 
tion depends for its supplies of raw 
rubber on sources thousands of 
nvlcs away. 


While chemists in this country 


have been developing synthetic sub- 
stances, scientists in other nations 
have been engaged m a scramble to 
produce

only in Germany and Russia have

German Substitute Used. 


"German chemists have produced 


a material known as 'Buna rubber' 
and this substance has for months 
been specified m place of natural 
lubber in goods purchased by the 
German government," Dr. Trum- 
bull said.

some respects is said to excel nat- 
ural rubber.

F. Goodrich company, aided in its 
development.

It has found "many in- 
tcrcstmg applications and serves 
the rubber industry as a raw ma- 
terial which may be used in com- 
positions with or without rubber."

Only by Nearby Drivers 


Washington —Future automobiles 


may be outfitted with "radio horn«" 
whose warnings would be silent to 
everybody but other near-by auto 
drivers, it is revealed in a patent 
just granted here to Wilhelm Runge 
of Berlin, Germany. 


With this horn motorists would 


warn each other when passing or j 
when crossing intersections by us-' 
ing silent radio waves. Pressing | 
the button sends out the signal. 


The new horn is in effect a minia- 


ture, combined radio transmitter- 
receiver. When the horn button is 
not touched it serves as a receiv- 
ing set for warnings from other 
autos. 


The "radio horn" includes two 


radio tubes, a loudspeaker and an 
aerial. The same aerial and tubes 
are used for receiving and trans- 
mitting. 


Elimination of noise associated 


with the horns n-_ in use is the 
purpose of the invention.

WILL WARN PUBLIC 


OF COUNTERFEITS, 


Treasury Launches Drive by 


Its Secret Service, 


Washington.—The Treasury has 


launched a drive through its secret 
service division to make the Ameri- 
can public, particularly retailers 
and storekeepers, more counterfeit- 
minded. As part of the drive, it is 
aimed to educate the public as to 
the pictures of Presidents on notes 
of various denominations 


The volume of seizures o£ counter- 


feit money is decreasing. Part of 
the credit seems due to the educa- 
tional drive of the secret service, 
Thousands of circulars have been 
sent to retailers throughout the 
country, showing them how they 
could be more alert in detecting 
counterfeit bills. The circulars give 
pictures and diagrams of the more 
dangerous counterfeits that are now 
in circulation. 


Recently the secret service re- 


ceived seven counterfeit bills from 
Amsterdam, all of excellent work- 
manship. In one of these, a $2 bill, 
the figure was raised to $500. Few 
Europeans know that Jefferson's 
picture is on a $2 bill, while the $500 
note bears the portrait of McKin- 
ley. "Know your Presidents," is 
therefore a wise counsel, whether at 
home or abroad, for those who may 
be targets for counterfeiters. 


Of late there has been a good 


deal of counterfeiting of small coins, 
The upward curve seems to vcflect 
the increased use of coin and slot 
machines. 


With the vast increase in the num- 


ber of government checks issued, 
another field has been opened to 
cnminals. In various parts of the 
country, many government checks 
have been either forged or other- 
wise cashed by those who had no 
right to have them. 


A few months ago a counterfeit- 


ing ring in the Middle West printed 
1,000 
checks that its members in- 


tended to cash, but the secret serv- 
ice caught up with them before they 
had patted many.
